In 1752i Salem was divided and 
a new town formed under the name 
of. Danvers* later known as North 
and South'Parishes. 


In 1855, the South Parish of 
Danvers obtained a new charter 
changing its name to South Danvers 


In 1868, the name of South 
Danvers was changed to the Town 
of Peabody.

THE OLD IPSWICH ROAD 


The first highway through what 
is now the City of Peabody was the 
Ipswich Road laid out by the 
General Court in 1643, which ran 
from Boston to Ipswich. 


The road is said to have been 
of Indian origin extending around 
the branches of the North River. 


From the Lynn line, it followed 
what is Lynn Street, County Street 
Summit Street, Lcv/ell Street . 
Prospect Street arid Sylvan Street 
to the Danvers line,,
